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On CRITICISM; 
For the Uje of the Grub-ftreet Academy. 


Wig RITICISM has been fo frequently 
% ©xplain'd to the Publick, and the Pro- 
7 fellors of it are become fo numerous, 
that it may be efteem’d almoft Imperti- 
nence to touch upon it anew, or endea- 
vour to recommend it more effectually. 
I am very ready to agree, that there is 
3 fome Juftice in this Objection; but as 

the Gentlemen, for whofe Service I venture to become an 
Author, are either entirely ignorant of the true Principles of 
Criticifm, or a& entirely as if they were, my learned Rea- 
ders will excufe a Repetition of what they know already, 
for the Sake of my Pupils. "Tis a known Phrafe, that every 

. Body muft have Time to learn; and they have a Right to 
the fame Indulgence, that they may be able to teach others. 
Indeed the young Fellows are forward enough, and have 
long fince fet up for themfelves; but, in my humble Opi- 
nion, with fo little Qualification, that I am forc’d to turn 
Pedagogue for their Information, and endure the Drudgery 
of weekly Satire, te lafh them into Senfe and good Manners. 

Tis certain, every one has a Right to deliver his Senti- 
ments freely on all Works of Art and Ingenuity ; and as 
moft People take the Advantage of their Liberty, an Au- 
thor very feldom efcapes, without being the Butt for every 
Arrow ; tho” very few hit the White. That Authors there- 
fore may run as little Rifgue as poflible by injudicious Cen- 
fares, and as few as poflible write themfelves Fools, by 
commencing Criticks without Judgment or Difcretion, 
Criticifm is reduc’d into an Art, and Rules are laid down 
to difcover a Beauty, and point out a Fault. I won't be fo 
particular, as to enumerate the laft methodically; but fhall 
only touch, en pafant, on fueh Circumftances, as will be 
molt feafonably ierviceable to the Novices I have under- 
taken to inftruét, and for whofe Credit I am fo much con- 
cern’d. But here I muft take the Freedom to declare, that 
tho’ [ attempt to mend the Genius, I dont pretend to make 
one. That is not in the Power of Criticifm: For which 
Reafon I expeét to be juftified, tho’ my Pupils fhould re- 
main in Statu quo. 

’Tis not to be doubted, but there is Opportunity both 
for Satire and Encomium in almoft every Performance that 
is publifh’d; and yet all are not alike proper Subjects for 
Criticifm. The Work, that is one continued Series of low 
Stupidity, and infipid Dulnefs, is beneath its Regard; the 
Satire fleeps over fuch a dead Sea of Profundity, and, like 
Palinurus in the Eneid, tumbles from the Helm it had un- 
dertaken to guide: Neither is the Work of incomparable 
Genius and confummate Reafon, much more favourable: 
The Multitude of Beauties naturally and juftly lead us to 
wink upon its Defeéls, and all Severity is loit in Efteem 
and Admiration. But ‘tis the Work of Genius on one Side, 
and Carelefsnefs or Irregularity on the other, that is the 
true Object of rational Enquiry. In fuch a Work, there 
are Graces to be diftinguifh’d, and Faults to be expos’d: 
Thefe are the Lights and Shadows of Criticiim; the very 
Effence of Diftinétion, and the Elements of Tafte.—The 
Critick in this Cafe, does the Author’s Bufinefs ; marks out 
his Errors for Amendment, and his Excellencies for Praife, 
The Author grows wifer in writing, and the Reader in 
judging; and the Critick has, at the fame Time, the noble 
Satisfaction of being inftrumental to both. I would have 
my Pupils take particular Notice of this; becaufe I long 
for an Opportunity to criticife on them, in the fame Manner. 

From this Hint of the Choice of a Subjeét for Criticifm, 
twill be obferv’d, that great Abilities are neceflary to the 
Perfon, who undertakes fo difficult, and dangerousa Branch 
of Science: He fhould be a Man of admirable Genius, 
clear and quick Apprehenfion, accurate Reafon, and pro- 
found Judgment: He fhould be a Man of univerfal Know- 
ledge, particularly acquainted with the World, and a per- 
fect Judge of Men and Manners. Nature fhould have hap- 
pily temper’d his Paflions, as well as form'd his Genius: 

‘e-fhould overflow with Benevolence, and mingle the Fa- 
miliarity and Tendernefs of a Friend, with the Rigour 
and Severity of a Judge. A fowr, pedantick, arbitrary 
Critick, is as much a Tyrant in- Kaowledge, as the Great 
Turk, among his Slaves. We acknowledge hjm formida- 
ble, but we defpife him neverthelefs. On the other Hand, 
a willing Mildnefs makes a Superiority of Underftanding 
amiable. We liften to it as to a focial Angel, who pities the 
Follies he is to punith-ew—_—My Pupils, I ain afraid, will 
be pert enough to examine my Pretenfions by this Stand- 





my Condemnation: Out of thy ccm Mouth will I ccndemn 
thE ——_————But I muft premife, I only aflume the Charac- 
ter pro bac vice, till cither of them fhall be judg’d capable 
of filling it to more Advantage. 

The Manner of Criticifm is the next Thing to be confi- 
der’d; and here I muft advife; that the Critick generally 
chufes his own Charaéter before he begins, and, like the 
Dramatis Perfine of fome Plays, writes down his Qualities, 
with his Name. Hence it is, that the Manner of Criti- 
cifing is fo various, and {o feldom any one right. Some are 
Fox-Hunters in Cenfure, and declare War againft all Wri- 
ters in general, Some are like Fig and Sutton, the declar'd 
Antagonifts to one another. Some are Wigs and Tories, 
divided into Parties, always applauding themfelves,and con- 
demning their Oppofers. Some are Grub /lreet Hawkers, 
who make a Penny of throwing about Cenfure at Random, 
without diftinguithing, or hceding where it lights. But as 
thefe are chiefly become my Pupils, I hall proceed at once 
to the Gentlemen-Criticks, whofe Manner I would only 
recommend for their Imitation. In common Life, 
the well-bred Man_has always the Advantage of every o- 
ther Character. He is the Sweetner of Converfation, and 
makes himfelf always welcome, by the Gentlenefs of his 
Behaviour. In like Manner, the elegant Critick, treats 
every Author he cenfures, with Decency and Refpeét. He 
recolleéts he is talking of the Abfent, and fcorns to take 
the Advantage, or infinuate any Thing, that would need a 
Juftification. I am forry my Pupils have hitherto 
overlook’d this Charaéter. °Tis truc, twas foreign to their 
Purpofe, and would hardly anfwer the Bufinefs of Scandal: 
But if the Lads are towardly, they'll repent of their Nez- 
le&t, and mend their Manners at the fame Time. 

The true End and Defign of Criticifm, is to expofe a 
Writer only for his Amendment. The underftanding 
Judge is a Politician in Learning, and only puts the penal 
Laws of Wit in Ufe fora general Reformation. He ab- 
hors Cruelty, as much as Abfurdity; and will never be 
guilty of Malice, while he condemns Folly. He knows, 
that extream Rigour is interpreted Prejudiee and Injuttice ; 
and that the Cx/prit would be harden’d in Error, rather 
than be waken’d into Excellence. Such a fevere Cenfor is 
like the elder Brutus; and makes Laws, that would condemn 
his own Children: While the mild and favourable one, is 
like the late Duke of Marlborough, who, by an Aé& of Cle- 
mency, turn’d a Coward into an Hero.———My Pupils 
will eafily fee, that this Paragraph is calculated entirely in 
their Favour; and that I propofe to make Ufe of it for 
their Advantage. I fhall be pleas’d to fee them exercife 
their Wit and their Humanity together; and whenever 
they do either, I fhall publickly applaud them accordingly. 

1am much concern’d indeed to recolleét, that they have 
feldom, very feldom hitherto, regarded either this, or any 
other Principle of Criticifm; often miftaking the Objeét of 
their Severity, and often attempting a Raillery they could 
not execute; frequently mifled by Prejudice and*Patlion, 
and defcending to low Irony, and contemptible Witti- 
cifms ; fond of private Scandal, and encouraging perfonal 
Debate; diving even into the Secrets of Families, and in- 
fulting domeftick Misfortunes; boafting publickly of Mif- 
chiefs, and privately afham’d of the Injury; addrefling 
themfelves to the Vices of Mankind for Encouragement, 
and interpreting the Love of Scandal for Applaufe.-——— 
I forbear any further Arraignment for the prefent, in hope 
they will have Ingenuity enough to recant their Errors, and 
do Jultice on themlelves for the future; or elfe acknow- 
ledge they have trefpafs’d on their Capacities, and endea- 
vour’d to gwack Mankind into a better Opinion of them 
than they deferv'd. 

For my own Part, I fhall publith my Inftruétions to them 
weekly, that, if they fhould perfevere in their Indifcretion, 
my Conduét may be juftified notwithftanding. *Tis 
my Opinion, that a Paper of Criticifm was never more 
wanted than at this Time. Politenefs and good Senfe are 
in vifible Danger ; and Iam forry no better Hand is em- 
ploy’d to fave them. I have naturally a great Love for my 
native Country; and fhould heartily rejoice to be in any 
Degree inflrumental to its Service. I have a real Regard 
for all Writers, that have the Jeaft Pretence to Ingenuity, 
or good Breeding; and if, in the Progrefs of my Labours, 
I fhould have Occafion to touch upon any of their Charac- 
ters, it fhall be with the utmott Gentlenefs and Refpect. 
———I think myfelf oblig’d to pay that Compliment to 
every Men, who has even endeavour'd to entertain the 
Publick innocently, and genteely ; and whoever.does other- 
wife, at the Expence of another, fhould refleét, if his 











own Merit will attone for his Infolence, or make ‘cto, 


to the Injur'd, for the Fame he had no Right to deftroy. 





ard; and perhaps they have Senfe enough too, to make it 


wweee li ever I fhould take the Liberty to cenfure the 





Publick in any Particular, I hope I than’t be efteem’d vain 
or affuming ; becaufe ‘twill at leat be intended for its Ser- 
vice. I am traly confcious of great Failings of my own, 
Which I thall endeavour to amend; and if any one elfe will 
dilcover any others in me, that my Paitions have overlook'd, 
Pll be oblig’d to him for the Hint, and eflezm the Rebuke 
as defign’d for my Advantage ss—=As to the reft, I have 
already own'd my [Inability for fo important an Undertake 
ings but when the Publick is like to be impos'd on by Pres 
tenders of any Kind, *twould be Cowardice not to warn 
them of the Danger; and if I fhould be complimented 
with the fame Charaéter, it muft be remembred, I myflf 
gave the Hint for the Examination.

peror the other Day, when he acquainted him: that the 
6eco Men which the Archbifhop his Mafter had engaged 
to furnifh his Imperial Majefty, are ready to march at an 
Hour’s Warning. Some Letters from Conan + advife, 
that the Cham of Crim Tartary had been fent for to that 


Capital, to afift at a grest Divan that was to be holden 
there; that the Porte had di/patch’d an Aga to the Beys of 
Algiers, Turin and Tripoli, to order them to keep in Readi- 
nels the Men of War they are to furnifh the Grand Seig- 
nior, and to fend them to the Dardane//es, whenever they 
thall be required fo to do; that the Military Preparations 
were ftill very great throughout the Empire; and that it 
was given out there, that the Peace was concluded with 
Prince Thamar. But this lait Part of the Sgory is contra- 
died by other Advices from the fame Plice, which fay 
the Ottoman Minilters {pread the Report of the Conclafion 
of a Peace with Prince 7hurras, on purpofe to conceal from 
the People the bad Condition of their Affairs in Perfa. 
They add that they hed received Advice by the Way ot 
Trebizond, that the Son of the late dethroned Sultan having 
heard the News of the Difpofition of his Father, was 
marched with the Troops under his Command towards
